Paige distributed $6,500 to the members 
of the Democratic caucus which met at 
Columbus, which sum was either part 
of tha $20,000 contributed by McLean 
and Payne or was given by them in ad- 
dition to it. 


"Camp in Opakipi Mountains, 


Sonorn, June 13, 1880:"

I write you 
this because I kuov? yon always tup- 
ported Peck, and he is now fully vindi- 
cated. The girl is looking quite well, 
but has tiad very haul treatment.

The horse 
lell as the Indian tried :o jump him 
over a stone. He fell and she ran to 
the Mexicans. The Mexicans lost three 
men killed. They are : -iiying them 
now." 


NOT A KEFOKJ1EB. 


Swamp 


The Interior Department has been de< 


voting its energies for the past three 
days endeavoring to arrive at some rule 
that shall govern the Department in fu- 
ture in ruling upon swamp lands. It is 
a general principle that all overflowed 
lands not fit for cultivation belong to 
the States, but it is claimed that in the 
States oi Oregon and California espec- 
ially there are thousands ol acres that 
have been claimed by those States that 
really belong to the General Govern- 
ment. There are 38,000 acres involved 
in the present controversy in Oregon, 
which is particularly complicated, from 
the fact that settlers have taken up 
much of it and received their titles from 
the State, and it immediately becomes 
a question as to their standing in case 
the lands revert to the General Govern- 
ment. It is proposed to settle the ques- 
tion once for all by a general rule it pos- 
Bible. 


What Collector Hendcn Hns Accom- 


plished in one Yenr. 


NEW YOBK, June 2G.—The Times de- 


votes several columns to E. I< Hedden's 
year's service as Collector, aid says: 


It is a record of studied evasions of 


the spirit of the Civil Service Act, and 
probably of its letter also. It is a lecord 
of deliberate betrayal of the policy and 
the principles of the President who ap- 
pointed him. Three hundred and three 
removals have been made during the 
year. Of the men appointed to fill the 
vacancies, 290 were act'.ve working 
Democrats and a considemble majority 
belong to the County Democracy organ- 
ization. It may be accepted as incon- 
testably true that these charges were 
not made for the good of the service." 


The San Francisco Chronicla atyi: 
As was expected, the Senate Investi- 


gating Committed report that there is 
no ground for assuming that Senator 
Payne, of Ohio, procured hia Beat by 
corruption. All the Democrats concur 
in the report, and with them Evarta, 
Teller and Logan—Republicans—are 
happy to agree.

The fatuity with which the Senate of 


the United States seems to be resolved 
to neglect uo opportuuity of rendering 
itself odious is really remarkable. It 
never loses a chance of attracting pub- 
lic censure and contempt. Ae, after all, 
Senators owe their election in some 
small degree to popular favor, it might 
have been supposed that they would try 
just once, in a way, to piease the peo- 
ple, and tu win, if not respect, at least a 
moderate toleration. 
Fourteen Sena- 


tors vacate their seats next March; 
some o( them, if not all, would like to 
be re-elected. Yet none of them make 
any efforts to gain popularity; hardly 
one in a dozen of them has shown any 
disposition to defer to the public de- 
mand for the abolition of secret sessions 
and for fair play between the public and 
the corporations. They treat the pub- 
lic as if it was an inferior body, to bs 
dealt with at arm's length, and whose 
criticisms on Senatorial practices were 
not for a moment to be encooragad. 


We have witnessed a similar behavior 


in legislative bodies before. It was 
thus that the French noblesse acted be- 
fore 3779, and the British• House of 
Lordii occasionally furnishes the world 
with tqual samples of its quality. 
It 


seems that the peculiarity is not con- 
fined to monarchies. 


There is much talk sbout the corrupt- 


ness of the'Rupnblican party on account 
of its use oi money to elect its candi- 
date. What's the matter with the 
Democrats? They are claiming right 
along that Fair will spend a half million 
or a million dollars to be re-elected. la 
there anything corrupt about that? Now 
what is the use of anybody saying that 
a Republican can via with these odds 
against him ? Let them select (or a Sen- 
ator this Fall a man who not only has 
good substantial backing but who is ca- 
pable of filling the position. There are 
able men in the Republican party, and 
a few In the D«mtoratio party, but Fair 
is not one of them. He, is simply a 
smooth and tricky wire-puller, of the 
Adams order.—Lyon County Times.

» discussion, the Committee of the 
Whole incorporated an amendment into 
Sundry Civil bill, requiring the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to issue silver cer- 
tificates of the denoiaimitions of $1, $2 
and $5 ou all surplus silver dollars now 
in the Treasury, in payment ot the ap- 
propriations made in the bill, and other 
expenditures and obligations of the 
Government. 
There is now in the 


Treasury aud its branches over $50,000,- 
000 in silver, and which is not appro- 
priated for any special purpose, so that 
the passage of the bill will force the ii- 
sue ol that amount of certificates, and 
thus give a bluck eye to Mr. Manning's 
attitude ou the silver question. 
The 


amounts embraced in the Sundry Civil 
bill, it is true, are not large, but the 
scope given the amendment by the words 
"atid other expenditures and obligations 
of the Government," in'liflaten tbr.t the 
intent is to make silver receivable for all 
dues of the Government without reser- 
vation. When an amendment is mude 
without discussion, il ii virtrully a law, 
as it always bus a majority to back it. 
This action is a forerunner of coming sil- 
ver legislation, and will be hailed with 
delight by the friends of silver all ever 
the country, and pnrticularly by the 
residents of the silver producing States. 
Though iu effect, the issue of certificates 
will contract lue circulation of silver, it 
wins the main point at issue, and that 
is, that silver shall be a legal tender 
for all obligations of the Goveiaaient to 
the amount now in the Treasury. The 
crowded condition of the general file in 
Congress, and tha dilatory tactics pur- 
sued there, leaves little hope for full 
action on this and other subjects of in- 
terest, but small us this is, it is some- 
thing, and the people will be corres- 
pondingly thankful, hoping for better 
things in the future.
